These twenty gilts have found pigs 
and tiie Bank receive!* tarty more piirs, which are beintr distributed 
among the farmer boys of Knox county and thereby incre ising the 
membership of the club to seventy. When these last forty gilts 
find pigs the Bank will redeye eifrhty from these forty gilts and 
the membershij) of the club will bv incre.i.sed to I.IO and it will go 
forward at this rate of increase, doubling each time until every far- 
mer boy of Knox county will Nave an opportanity. to reeeiye one 
of these pure bred hogs.

".Since the war began, we have 
made net imports of gokl to the a- 
moont «f nearly 1718,000,000, duo 
to the great export trade result- 
ing from the war in Europe. That 
goU haa formed the basis for 
immense credits, producing an 
expanMon of business and in- 
vestment, a rush of speculation 
and a boom in prices. That is 
all rhlht aa long as It lasts, fn* 
flation hurts nobody. Going up 
in a balloon or airship is perfect- 
ly harmless. It is the coming 
down that has its perils. Con- 
traction that is certain to follow 
the inflation may be without 
harm, but it has its dangers. 

"Of course nobody know.** when 
the contraction will begin. The 
war may last for years. Even 
whan tha war does end, there is 
apossibilTty that no radicalchange 
in our financial status will result. 
Bat an tha tmbaUNties an a- 
gainst that assumption. All the 
reports and indications from Eu- 
rope lead to the conviction that 
a trade war will follow the mili- 
tary war— that both the allies 
and the central powers v/ill be 
ready immediately or in :i very 
short time to dump cheap pro- 
ducts on our markets. Certain 
it is that they will cease to be 
such extanahre boyan fkon oa. 
Such a change will necessarly 
mean an outflow of gold, a con- 
traction of araiits, reduction of 
prices aadanrarsalof spaeulaF 
tion. 

' 'The whole questiont is wheth- 
er we shall like the successful 
aviator, gUda nnoothly down to 
earth again, or go tumbling head- 
long to financial wreck and in- 
dustrial min.
